Adolph Teichert IIeducation -- University o£ 
California at Berkeley, graduated ca, 1908 in 
Engineering. 

Adolph Teichert II's sister Carolyn graduated 
from UC Berkeley, ca. 1913 and was unusual for 
a woman to graduate from Berkeley (or college) 
at the time. 

Henry Teichert's mother’s finishing school education. 

Adolph Teichert II beginning Teichert and Ambrose 
Company. They built the Yolo County Highway 16 
Bypass Wier and the old red Sacramento Post Office 
at 7th and K. They ultimately went broke. Adolph 
Teichert I helped his son out. 

Adolph Teichert II did not speak German. Henry's 
mother spoke German well. 

Henry Teichert speculates as to why his father did 
not speak German. Adolph I did not feel close to 
immigrant generation. Adolph I may have wanted 
to distance himself from his German background 
since he left Germany to avoid military service. 

Adolph I returned to Germany ca. 1923 during the 
height of Post-World War I inflation in Germany. 

Old "Deutschers" (family kin or friends) were 
buried in the Teichert family plot. 

Adolph Heilbron was close to Henry Teichert’s 
mother. He died ca, 1912 of pneumonia. Adolph 
Heilbron’s wife was a very forceful woman named 
Augusta.

Henry Teichert travelled to Germany and recog¬ 
nized certain German "table" vocabulary words, 
mostly cognates. 

German was not often spoken in his home. When 
his grandparents didn't want the children to 
understand what they were saying. 

German friends of the family and German Christmas 
carol singing. 

Growing up playing was games and feeling bad 
when inevitably the "bad guys" were the Germans. 
Remembers feeling very bad about this. 

Grandfather Quaas used to read the German news¬ 
paper from San Francisco. 

Augusta Heilbron and other maternal relative 
insisted that the German language be spoken at 
home. 

Family story about German language being spoken 
in Sacramento during World War I and speakers 
feeling suspect. 

Henry Teichert’s mother's best friend Webber 
changed name in 1914 to Anglicized Waybur,
